At the men's meeting at Hi > Bris- 


tol Baptist Church last Sniulin after- 
neon, Iti v. Johnston iitinounccd that 
lie had received \tunt that Judge Or- 
luily, ubo MHS to make the fl klnws, 
wus conllned to his home and under a 
)>byHician's care, suffering 
from a 


icuvycold contracted liy being caught 
lu tho bllz/urd on Christmas. Mr. 
Jolirston. however, stated that lie had 
Miccecdou in getting the services of 
Dr. Joseph Hugebeer, of Philadelphia, 
M|IO wus lo buve spoken to tho men 
the Hiindnv previous, but wiio was 
(lien iimililci to get here owing to the 
blocking of railroad truffle. There 
were 1111 men present who listened 
uUentiu'ly to Dr. Bagebeer's addiow, 
which HUM us follows:

If Jesus were here today and would 
say lous: "Friends, I M i l l tell you 
anything you want to know. Ask 
me your questions and I will anwser." 
I lielicve there is no better quuslion 
to usk Him than this: Tell me what 
Is UK- rcully big life—what is the 
rcall.v great manhood? That is the 
(|iii'-ilon we must try toanswir out 
of tun hearts—why John the Baptist 
was ilu greatest mun that bus ever 
lived. l,i'l UK try and find out. 
We 


suy to oufMilvcs. what Is In this man's 
(Intruder that loads the Muster ta suy 
of him, "This Is tho greatest man 
t hut bus e\er lived." Who wus this 
mini John? What was he to the Hon 
of (.'o.I'.' The first thing we would 
unsucr, 1 urn mire would be this, 
whatever else ho wus. first of nil we 
know John was a prophet. The word 
prophet means one who sjieaks forth. 
It in made up of two Ureck words, 
the first one is pro, meaning fonrurd, 
like our word propel, tin second is 
phano, to speak from the heart. The 
word prophet IIICUIIH one who speaks 
forth, who speaks it out. It Is a Greek 
word, you understand, but the} hud 
the opposite one for scxithsaycr or for- 
tune idler, foi they were not products, 
but tlu>sc who mumbled out some sort 
of a message; 
those who mumble 


within themselves, or mutter it on 
their lips. The prophet wus precisely 
the opposite. With head erect and 
lips open, he spoke forth, lie knew 
what he bud lo stiy and knew bow to 
speak il foith. Of course we nndcr- 
stnnd JCSIH (lid not use that word. 
He was not a Greek. Tho language 
which our Master spoke, tho word 
which nieiins prophet isnuvi, n-.i-v-i. 
Nuvi is the Hebrew word for fountain. 


When the Muster walked over the 


Jorilun hill with His disciples they 
would come upon a fountain spring on 
tlie mountain side. Off to the north 
forty miles away, In the snow cupped 
mountains of Lebanon, there the snow 
would melt running Ihrough channels 
of the strata in tlie rucks and find 
some mountain reservoir and then 
making its wuy by channel under- 
ground across tin- viilley and across 
the plain it would bubble forth in the 
fountain of some Jtideun hill. 


The Master and disciples would 


spenk of It ax navi, fountain, because 
It bubbles out freely the water which 
comes from some other source, (lod's 
idea of a prophet wns n fountain. He, 
Himself was the fountain flinging out 
that which comes to him from some 
other source. Nuvl, the Hebiew for 
prophet, was a man who dund In 
look tho people in the fuee nnd tell 
them: "It is not my messiige I bring, 
it is Uod's message. I nm but the 
fount Hinging out the gift from (iod. 


Very well, the greatest of all men 


Jesus said was a prophet. 
He wus 


not merely the greatest of men beiause 
he was u prophet, be wus greut bc< atisc 
of tlie message which as a prophet he 
brought. The people flocked to him 
and asked him what was his message. 
He hart but one answer and that wns: 
"The Kingdom of Heaven Isat hand." 
Jesus said it was the greatest mess- 


age that ever trembled on liuniun li

"Oh, teneher what shall we do?"

Kingdom of heaven is nt hand, you 
must repent to enter in." Delegates 
came to him and said .• "Oh, prophet, 
what shall we do?" "You can quit 
your dishonesty, in order that you 
may enter In." Hlaves came to him 
«nd said "Oh prophet, what shall we 
do?" John said: "The Kingdom of 
heaven is at hand, do your work \tell 
and lie content with your wages." 


Jesus said he was the greatest of 


men, because he brought the gre iteat 
message. The method ol this pn ,ihet 
was us great as his message. They 
came to John and asked him wbo he 
was. He might in truth have mid: 
"I am the cousin of Jeaus Christ the 
8011 of Qod," but he did not, I m-tend 


. he said: "I am a Voice.'' He who is 


the greatest of men was unwilling 
even to mention his own name and 
called himself only a Voice, Thnt is 
what inspiration docu for u num. 


Inspiration is the preclw opposite of 


Insanity. Insanity takes a small man 
and makes him think he Is gicat. 
Inspiration took tbe greatest man and 
made him think of himself as no- 
body. When they asked him who he 
was, he said he was a Voice. A > ulcc 
Is not a perwn. A voice Is outside of 
personality, may be greater than per- 
sonality. The bell In the high church 
tower is not person, It is a voice. 
You cannot .threaten or frighten a 
bell In a tower and no matter whether 
It be a prince or what kind of a per- 
son who passes In the street belon, it 
has a message for it IB a voice. John 
was a voice. You cannot fright* u a 
voice. They tried It. 


John came into Herod's pa luce one 


day and said: "It Is not lawful for 
you to have your brother Philip's 
wife." The King 
rose white and 


trembling with rage and said to the 
prophet: "Go lo thy dungeon and 
waft for the axe of my execution! r." 
While Johh turned to go, he stopped 
nnd turned again* and said: "it l« 
not lawful for you to have your brother 
Philip's wife.1' You cannot threaten 
• voice. 


A prophet Is one who sees snra« ti uth 


clearly and then tells what be «XH. I 
am sure therefore it trust be true that 
the greatest of the world's men are 
those men who see the truth and 
know the truth when they eee it and 
who feel tbe truth when they re, og- 


In our law library in Philadelphia, 
there Is a motto on the wall, a .,uo- 
teUon from Black.tone: "It Is not 
£» oracll to know the taw u It It to 


sees It and then tells clearly what lie 
sees. 


There was a man sent from God, 


whose name was John, the same came 
In Ihe desert preaching repentance. 
A very great man who has seen the 
truth and has come In the dexert 
preaching, he, too, has been one of 
Uod's great ones. There was a man 
sent from God, Clement of Alexan- 
dria, the same came in the desert 
preaching, Ood is not far olf. There 
was a man sent from God, whose 
name was St. Augustine, the same 
came In the desert preaching Qod Is 
to be served not only with talk but 
love of bis workB. There was a man 
sent from God, whose name was 
Martin Luther. He cumeln Hie desert 
preaching that men are not saved by 
what they do but by the unmeasured 
grace of Uod. Philip Brooks came in 
the desert preaching that Ciod is the 
father of all men. Charles Wesley 
preached that in Jesus Christ, God 
had given a perfect plan for the sal- 
vation of all men. These men are 
Uod's greatest ones, God's prophets, 
God's men who have seen tna truth 
clearly, then have told what they 
saw. 


There are other elements in this 


man's character besides the fact that 
he was a prophet: Let us go along 
with our study. We are trying to an- 
swer the ijucstlon as we believe the 
Master would have answered It. What 
is It in John that makes him the 
greatest man? I have said : llrst, the 
(act that he is a prophet; second, the 
fact that he wus a man sent from God. 


The other, John, the evangelist, in 


the llrst chapter in his bnok says: 
"There was a man sent from Hod, 
whose name was John." Why, it 
rlocs not make the slightest difference 
what his name \vas, the great thing 
ivas that this man uns bent from God. 
Do not v>u »ce, it Is like tills. 
In 


the olden days men used to fight 
battles with tlie long bows and ar- 
rows. The long bow \\as u deadly 
weapon twice the length of a man'. 
When you place the arrow on the cord 
and bend the how, the arrow lies at 
jour eye an'd you cannot miss your 
mark. 
In those days, the Hrilish 


baron** used to have burnt in the 
shafts of their arrows names. Many 
barons had no names but only crests 
or coats of arms. These would have 
their crests or coats of arms burnt into 
the shaft of their arrows and they 
would be given to all yeomen wheii 
they went to war. 
When the battle 


was over, they would go o\cr the 
battlefield 
gathering 
the 
iitrows. 


That baron whose name or crest was 
found 
farthest into 
the 
enemies' 


lines, that baron would march home 
at the head of the whole Jliilish 
army. Imagine u battle of five hun- 
dred years ago. 
The French over 


yonder, the British here, the buttle is 
on, the sky is almost black with ar- 
rows. A cloud of arrows Is Hying 
from the British columns to the door 
of the French. Let us look at that 
cloud of arrows. What is tlio chief 
characteristic of their flying'.' Do >ou 
think it is the name buint intu the 
shafts of Ihe arrow? Hardly. 
Here 


is the characteristic of their arrows— 
with what brawn and sinew in the 
British yeoman's arm the arrow has 
been sent on Its (light. It is not the 
name It bears, but he who sent It. 


When Jesus 
Christ was talking 


about himself, he never said any one 
thing about himself so often as that 
of himself as a man sent from Uod. 
If you read every gospel story with 
your tablet before you, so as to write 
down what the Master said about 
himself, you will flnd oftener than 
anything else he said, he was a man 
sent from God. Listen, I could quote 
from Jesus all the afternoon. 
"I urn 


not sent but to the lost sheep of 
Israel;" "My meet is to do the will 
of Him that sent me;" " I must 
work the works of Him that sent me 
while It Is day." This one thought 
you all know, "God sent not his son 
Into the world to condemn the world, 
but that the world, through Him, 
might be saved." The Infinite Son 
of God above all things else loved to 
speak of himself as one who was 
sent. Oh, poor life to that life out 
of which has gone the assurance that 
it has been sent into this world by 
God for some good and holy purpose. 
The word missionary and 
word 


apostle are the biggest and holiest 
words of human speech. They are 
Just the same words. Missionary is a 
Latin word correspondiBg to our Sax- 
on "one sent." Apostle Is the Greek 
word 
corresponding to our Saxon 


"one sent." It is a mark of big out- 
look, a mark of lofty conception of 
things when we speak of our mission. 


When we were students or school- 


IHIVS, we talked of our missions. Your 
mission was to right some social 
wrong or some constitutional abuse; 
discover some truth. These were our 
missions. Those were big days ami 
great days, the days of real poetry. 
We talked of life as a mission. Those 
manly days have swept away. We 
blush to speak of our missions now. 
We never talk about our missions. 
We talk about our "jobs," and life is 
lioorer and meaner for It, because we 
look at life as something we have to 


that is what John did. lie wanted to 
be loit to view when tlie King came 
m. 


Once upon a time there came to 
John a company of men with tbe 
greatest question that was ever In 
this word put to man. The teachers 
up in the temple were concerned to 
know Just who John wns and so they 
assembled a committee and said to the 
committee, go ask him und ask him 
until you flnd out. It may be that 
IIB Is Elijah, risen fom the dead; ask 
him. Or a great prophet; flnd out 
whether be is or not? That committtee 
came to John. (Sin you see that teach- 
er in your mind's eye? This commit- 
tee comes to John and Bays, "Rabbi, 
we are from the temple and the other 
priests and teachers there have sent us 
to you—may we ask you questions?" 
John answered, "Yes." They say to 
him, •'Babul, are you Elijah, risen 
from the dead?" I can see a smile 
on his face while John says, "No, T 
am not;" and then the members o( 
tlie delegation speak together for a 
moment 
and one turns u^nin nntl 


snys, "Are you the coming prophet?" 
John says, "No, I am not;'" und then 
these men speak together once more 
arid said, Him I] we «»k him the great 
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that supreme 
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Yes. we must ask him and 
question? 
then one 


of the number comes once more and 
siys, "Bubbi, we will ask you butane 
more 
question, tire you Chrint?" 


Think of it! The man is paralyzed 
with the fearful question. J can see 
his face turn white; I can sec the 
words tremble on his lips vi'lille he 
stoops into the sand, laying his hand 
upon the sandal of one of thcw men 
and suj'8, "I the Christ? I urn not 
worthy to undo Christ's shoes." 


This is why lie wns the world's 


greatest man, n mun who held lilm- 
solf to be nothing side by side with 
the imitelilcKS grentness of the Son of 
God. 
Now urn not these really the 


UKsurunces of till of life's greatness? 
Is there nnj where in the great world 
u mun who ii great, yet who doesn't 
see the truth and seeing it, speuk the 
truth? On the other liunfl, here in 
that which gives joy: any mun who 
1ms his fuce toward the morning, 
who has bis ejes wide open foi any 
truth and Is not afraid to seek the 
truth he has seen, that man Is oue 
of Uod's great ones. 


In the second plnce, so far as I 


know, there i» nothing that will 
give peace and steadiness to life like 
the assurance thut we are sent by 
God. 
It makes no difference what 


your calling may lie. 
You ure either 


un npostle or a slave. If you cunnot 
turn your face toward Qorl and real- 
ize something of your oneness with 
him, 
und you are here because lie 


would have you be here, and the only 
life worthy to be lived is life bent 
upon accomplishing God's holy pur- 
pose, then you ore a slave, and the 
tattle on the hills are more to be 
envied Ihun you, and then finally no 
mutter how clear in your mind us n 
prophet you mny 
be; no mutter 


how 
deep 
in 
your 
ov\ri 
soul 


may he the altogether honest convic- 
tion that you ure seivlng Ood and 
your fellow-men. Oil, friends, all of 
life's ivoik will sweep away into un- 
»ortliiness unless you have the clear 
conception of the unrivalled majesty of 
Jesus Christ and understand for your- 
selves and may others undeistund 
with you thut nil true beauty and 
worth get their truth and beauty and 
worth only from him whose heralds 
lot us be.

Here we are, 
suppose, in Damascus and It is a great 
holiday liecausc the king is doming to 
Damascus today. You can see narrow 
streets of the city and the street 
crowded full of people, mothers and 
fathers with little children, all in 
holiday dress because tbc king is 
coming, and the merchants are In 
ths streets with their tables and 
their booths selling their wares. The 
narrow streets ot the city are crowded 
full.

BMALL CIVIL COURT. 


In this connection a glimpse of 


county affairs, as to the work of the 
Judge, will not eome amiss. If tbe 
present term of Civil Court is ono 
that we may judge future terms by, 
and many think' it is, two Judges 
would be hard 'pushed to flnd any- 
thing to do. Theie were eighteen 
cases for trial, of the eighteen, three 
were improperly on the list, 
two 


were continued as soon as the list was 
published. 
On Monday morning, 


when the list was called there were 
but six cases for trial, three had been 
settled and continued, one of the six 
cases was afterwards continued and 
by Tuesday night three others had 
been disposed of. Thursday will see 
tbe end of the session of court before 
noon, with one exception all of the 
cases have been at issue less than a 
year, and some of them were started 
at December term, 1900, less than a 
month ago. The first two cases were 
both cases in which damage 
was 


sought for malicious prosecution and 
false arrest. In the first case a non- 
suit was granted because tbe plaintiff, 
Dominic B. Torpey,. although active- 
ly present in Court bad proved that 
he was in jail and so far as tbe testi- 
mony w«nt was still there. This sit- 
uation arose through a serious defect 
in the way in which the writ of 
Habeas Corpus was brought. The case 
arose out a failure to puy Torpey his 
wages as an engineer by Charles H. 
Bilmeyer, contractor for a piece of 
Btnte Road in Hilltown Township 
near Blooming Glen. Torpey refused 
to leave his steam roller until his 
back wages were paid, so Bilmeyer 
bad him arrested. 
He was brought 


to jail about midnight and released 
on a writ of Habeas Corpus tne next 
day because there is no such offense 
known to the ciimiiml law as tres- 
pass. Had there been no mistake in 
the writ of Habeas Corpus the case 
would have gone to the jury and 
Torpey would have recovered dam- 
ages. Yerkes, Ross and Ross, Esq., 
were for the plaintiff and William 
C. Ryan and Isaac J. Vanartsdalen. 
Esq., for the Defendant. 


The next ease was that of Harry M. 


Deluney vs. A. W. Lindsay. Delauey 
was a tenant on a farm in Warrington 
which 
Lindsay bought. 
Delaney, 


when he went after the growing 
crop of wheat, contended that al- 
though his lease forbade the removal 
of straw, It was all wheat until it 
was threshed, and hauled it all away.

The way the whole matter of the 


tarill bill was done sliows that neith- 
er Congress as a bod} nor the presi- 
dent himself hud a mil understanding 
or feeling about what was at stake. 
We didn't ask or expect a perfect bill. 
What we did ask, and felt we had a 
right to expect, was that they should 
give us a sign that they comprehended 
and were stirred by certain big Injus- 
tices, as it slood, and that they were 
willing to fight to revise them. 


Hut did you see any sign that in 


the last year the Congress of this 
country was stirred tn Its deepth* by 
the fact that the price of living has so 
advanced tliat four-flf tbs of the people 
of this rich country hitd not been able 
to live as well as they once lived? 
Did you sec any evidences of pain 
over the fact that the burdens of tax- 
ation were heaping up on the 12,000,- 
000 families of the couutry who must 
live on an average wage of $500 a 
year, while a few hundred had so 
many millions a year that they did 
not know bow to dispose of them? 
1 did not. What Inter.*! did Con 
show In that person who, after 
about the most important In tbe 
country—the woman, who, as head of 
these 12,000,000 families on small in- 
come, must feed and clothe and train 
tho boy* and girls wlio are In a few 
years to do the world's work? Had 
ihe a spokesman In Congress? !>!•! 
that body say : You Hlmll not make 
It harder for her, you must make It 
easier? We are her champion and her 
children's and the necessities of her 
life must be cheap and plenty and 
good In quality, ana any manipulat- 
ing of duties which prevents that 
must be stopped? She Is our ward? 
From all that Congress as a body 


did, or said, you would not have 
known that these 12,nOO,000 women, 
caring for families on these pitifully 
small 
Incomes, 
existed. 
Congress 


thought of 1ml one person — the manu- 
facturer, who employed the woman's 
husband. 1 am not denying that she 
Is tangled Hi) with this manufacturer, 
but the whole burden of disinterested 
and candid proof o(fcr>-d showed that 
all that a lowering of duties would do 
In the cases of many articles necessary 
to this woman, would he to lower 
their prices to her; that it would 
not—could not— prevent the manu- 
facture making a rensonable profit, 
or (raying the market price of labor 
to her husband. 


There was a great human cause- 


easing Iho burden of our vast labor- 
Ing class—knocking ut (he door of 
Congress, and it was not heeded—if 
Indeed it was heard. 
True, there was 


talk of an "ultimate consumer"—a 
kind of economic nianikln introduced 
for convenience 
In demonstration. 


But that was not the ttash and blood 
person I hoped to see Introduced. I 
wanted to see there the American 
working woman from whom high 
duties have stripped wuolen garments 
and replaced them with c*ld and clam- 
my Imitation,whose bed no longer can 
afford a wool blanket, or even one of 
honest shoddy; whose cotton goods 
have giown dearer and dearer, as 
have her shoes and druss goods and 
hose and cloaks. I w anted Congress 
to look this woman In the face, ex- 
amine ber budget, see how she worked 
and skimped, feel what ihe got out 
of lift, what her husband got, wbat 
chances her children liad, roadie ber 
Importance to the country,—and then 
rise to ber aid. I felt as if the time

those which we call shady.

look along a beam of light as It stream* 
through a window or a chink In the 
door you will see Innumerable dust 
particles dancing about In the light 
You will be told by most person* that 
there is just as much dust In the non- 
Illuminated parts of the room as In the 
more favored spaces, but you cannot 
see the particles because the rays do 
not fall directly upon them. You will 
think that this la eminently plausible, 
bnt It Is not tbe case. Tbe sun falling 
upon the air creates Irregular currents, 
and these currents stir up tbe dust and 
collect It -In layers along the line of 
light; hence there Is more dnst where 
the sun shines than elsewhere.
